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South Wales 2880 

In Ellis and Henle (1988) and Dickman (1993) 
reference was made to a specimen of Pseudomys 
hermannsburgensis (Australian Museum specimen 
Ml 1225) collected in Kinchega National Park 
by Peter Bayliss in 1978. This specimen has 
been examined by Linda Gibson (Australian 
Museum) and has been re-assigned to the House 
Mouse Mus domesticus. The nearest record this 
century of Pseudomys hermannsburgensis to the 
Kinchega National Park is from Fowlers Gap 
which is over 150 km to the north. This means 
that there is currently no physical evidence for 
which species of native rodents occurred within 
the boundaries of Kinchega National Park and 
any estimates would have to interpolate from 
other records. 

This episode also highlights the value of being 
able to lodge voucher specimens with a reputable 
collection for future workers to study and 
reassess. 
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
